Conventional arms negotiations 
will continue, said Reagan, and "we 
should certainly adjUBt (U.S, force 
levels in Europe) if it would turn out 
that this left us with a superiority." 

Gorbachev arid his aides had long 

been hinting at^cha'withdTawalr — 

but had been opposed by top Soviet 
generals, notably Marsha] Sergei 
Akhromeyev, chief of staff of the So- 
viet Armed Forces. Akhromeyev has 
resigned his post but will continue as 
an adviacr to Gorbachev on arms 
control. 

Besides the troop reductions, Gor- 
bochev said the Red Army would be 
shedding 10,0(X) tanks, 8,600 artillery 
systems ond 800 com W aircraft 
from forward deployment in Eastern 
Europe.

Salmon Falls flood trial opens 
with lawycrs^passing blame —

FBI agent testifies at clan hearing

COALVILLE, Utah (AP) — An FBI 
agent testified -Wednesday that 
polygamist clan loader Addam 
Swapp wps unalinging his rifle — not 
pointing it at officers — when ho was 
shot by a law officer during a fire- 
fight that ended a 13-dny standoff on 
the family's rural compound. 

Also, an agent said when he 
reached the wounded Swapp minutes 
after gunfire erupted near tho 
polygamist family's rural homestead, 
Swopp muttered, "Oh, Tim, why did. 
you nave to do it," when ho learned 
that an officer had been shot. ' 

Earlier in the day, Special Agent 


David S. EdwanlV, testimony appeared 
to conflict with pi. '.'iiii.R testimony from 
the FBI shurpahwiU r. one. of two who 
shot at -Swapp, On 'Itiosdny, Agent 
Richard Intellini testified that he 
pulled the trigger as Swapp aimed, his 
rifle in tho direction of agents. 

Ballistics tests have not- deter- 
mined which ofthc sharpshooters ac- 
tually wounded Swapp.

The second is military- 
surplus. The Department of Defense 
no longer sells any weapons or air- 
planes to the public. In fact, the mili- • 
tary no longer sells even its used 
jeeps, except as scrap after they've 
been crushed or cut into un- 
restorable pieces. The military sur- 
plus that does reach the public gets 
there only after it has been offered to 
other branches of the government 
and to states and localities. The 
third kind of sale is of seized, recov- 
ered or unclaimed property. These 
sales arc usually conducted by the

"It really anger.s you when you re- 
alize they are stealing from every-

where." 


"We’ve observed that ifa person is 
predisposed to illegal outfitting, he 
doesn't mind breaking other Inws'aa 
well," said Frank Nesmith, chief of 
enforcement for the Idaho Depart- 
ment of Fish and Game. 

Some exports believe that for every 
animal taken legally in Idaho, anoth- 
er i.s poached. In 1986, about M,000 
wore killed legally in the state. •

— “Although Hungarian-p artridge are considcred-’'inci-' 
dcnlar since hunters generally harvest huns while in 
pursuit of pheasants or chukars, partridge can be har-. 
vested in numbers' that ore anything but inddcnUl. 

Commonly called huns or Hungarian partridge, the 
correct name Ibr perdix nerdix is gray partridge. Gray 
partridge first appeared in Idaho by fiUeringJn from 
the adjacent states ofOregon'and Washingtoifaround 
the early 1900s. Releases, beginning in 1921, estab- 
lished the spcdcs jn nearly every county of the state. 

Gray partridge have usually been associated' with 
agricultural areas that grow cereal grains, but in 
southern Idaho gray partridge arc also found in sage- 
brush and grass dominated areas and may appear 
more than 20 miles from the nearest cultivated land. 

Gray partridge populations have declined drumnti- 
cally in agricultural areas due to many of the prob- 
lems that has reduced pheasant numbers. Huns pre- 
fer grassy areas of hayfields for nesting. Habitat 
losses from ditch burning,’ forming techniques and 
conversion from ditch to sprinkler irrigation systems 
hove reduced partridge populations. Herbicides and 
pesticides also hove their own-negative ofTects-upon 
most upland game species, and partridge are no ex- 
ception. 

Hunting appears to have little effect on partridge 
populations. Declines in numbers can be linked di- 
rectly to adverse weather conditions. Severe weather 
■ conditions during the winters of 1981-1982 and again 
in 1983-1984 greatly reduced the population levels. 
Dramatic variations in populations can also bo at- 
tributed to adverse weather during the June hatching 
norifid when broods of up to 12 chicks arc hatched, 
Due to two mild winters aqd tmr weatneF dunfig the 


June hatch, partridge numbers have improved. 

The gray partridge season runs concurrently with 
.the chukar season liecause the b irds are d ifficult lo 
•tell -apart when they flush and aomettmes share the- 
same habitat. In mnny areas, gray partridge arc har- 
vested only lightly and could .withstand heavier hunt-., 
ing pressure. This is particularly true in the southern 
portion of the state. 

In addiUon to inhabiting the agricultural farmlands 
in the southern region of the state, gray partridge are 
present in excellent numbers in the football areas of 
the Albion Mountains, 'the Owyhee foothills and the 
Cassia rango. (The Cassia Mountains arc usually re- 
ferred to os the South Hills by IVin Falls-area resi- 
dents). Most of those areas arc cosily accessible to the 
public. Some' of the land is private, but most of it Is 
managed by the Bureau of land Manogement or the 
U.S. Forest Service. 

Dogs are not necessary, but are certainly helpful in 
locating portridge^A dog hclp.s to eliminate much 
walking when trying to coVer a ridge. I usually try to 
hunt with a edmpanion, separated by about 70 to 60 
yards, and watch for either the dog to gel "birdy" or 
for fresh droppings, If one of us srots fresH sign, we 
immediately get the attention of the other and work 
toward where we suspcct o flock; When-the dopgrt-s— 
’birdy," I whistle the dog to sit and we approoch care- 
fully. 

What type of dog you use doesn't really matter. The 
dog should be trained to work close and step on com- 
mand since huns can become extremely spooky. Huns 
are somewhat unpredictable in regard to flushing 
characteristics. One batch of birds might hold until 
the hunters and dogs arc proctically on top of them, 
and another group will take flight before they are 
anywhere close to being within shotgun range.

He said it appeared many non-hunting groups 
were involved with planning the evont, and lie 
questioned whether the department had authority 
to spend state money on such u meeting. 

But TVacey TVent, co-chairmon of the congre.s.s, 
said Collins’ assumptions were wrong. 

"His allegation is incorrect that environmenlul 
groups were involved in planning,'. Trent said, 
“Fisn and hunting ipoups — sportemen — were in- 
volved in the planning." 

The two-day event was designed to gel feedback 
from sportsmen and to establish state and regional 
dbujidls that will supply the department with regu- 
lar input on fish and game issues.

carry even tire cliain.s tn help when 
the going gets rough. 

Very oflen, wc depend on four- 
wheel-drive to get us out. But the 
problem is Ihiit four-wlieel-driven 
vehicles will often be-come hopelessly 
stuck miles from help, while ;i con- 
ventionni vehicle would ml stuck the 
.minute you encounter dirficully. 
leaving you much closer to lielp, 
b'veryone who ventures off the ' 

. .-payenienl .should carry some es.sen- 


lial tools to get themselves out in the 
event they become stuck. 

That includes chains and snow 
tires for all driven wheels, n high-lift 
jack, an nxo and a shovelas basics. . 
The little cable hoists that can lift a 
ton or pull a vehicle out of a mudholc 
or show drift arc worthwhile extra.s, 
So are four boards 2X12 inches by 
eight feet. t 

When you see llial you're likely to 
get stuck, Slop and pul on the 
chains. Except in emergencies, don't 
go further from the pavement. In- 
stead, use the dmins to help you 
turn around and gel started retriie- 
ing your tracks. 

Should you liecomo .stuck, don't 
keep trying tn make the vehicle go 
ahead iiy racing the enipne and .spin- 
ning the tires. Thiifonly makes the 
situation worse. 

Instead, use tlie shovel to dig an 
e;uiy path out of the bad spot for all 
tires, including non-driven ones. 

Jiick 11(1 the vehicle and shovel dry 
dirt or gravel under the wheels, if 
tiiat's not iivailiible, use tlie axe to 
cut brush and tree Iimb=!, Pul them 
under iho w heels. 


Don’t try to move the vehicle until 
you have enough dry dirt, branches 
or gravel under the tires that they 
will roll easily. If you have high-cent 
•tCTcd't h cT ig rdig undcrneath it until 
it is clear of the dirt or snow that 
was holding it up. Then drive away 
carefully, using no more power than 
needed. 

'Fhe planks can be pul under the 
wheels if you're stuck in snow or 
.stmd. They'll provide n.quick and 
easv route out of a bad situation. 


And if you cun find o tree, o rock 
or can bury a log and attach the ca- 
ble hoist, you can use it to inch a ve- 
hicle off a high center or out of a 
mudholc when it is impossible to 
move any other way. One or two.tow 
ropes can help extend your range In 
a solid object.
